Workers (Communist) Party opened at 9:00 a.m. Friday at the Cultural Palace in 
Pyongyang, paving the way for President Kim Il-song's son, Kim Chong-il to be- 
come his political successor. 


At Friday's session, Kim Il-song opened the meeting held for che first time in 
10 years since the Fifth Congress was heid in 1970, 


Then the list of 29 members of the corgress' executive board was announced. There 
was a general stir «mong the audience when the name of Kim's son was announced in 
fifth place after Kim Il-song, Vice President Kim Il, Premier Yi Chong-ok, and 
Defense Minister O Chin-u. 


This meant that the younger Kim had been elevated to an extremely high position 
in the workers party. 


Informed sources here said he was a politbureau member of the party, and secretary. 


Sources said he has already been considered the sole successor to his 68-year-old 
father. The young Kim has been carrying out an important role in construction of 
socialism in North Korea. 


Informed sources here said the workers' party should take steps to designate him 
in some form as the successor to the president, when the congress enters its final 
day session Monday. 


The meeting was attended by 1/77 dignitaries from 118 countries including the Soviet 
Union, China and Japan. Besides them, some 100 fereign journalists were invited 
to cover the deliberations and take photographs. 


At the meeting, four agenda were presented and approved unanimously. They are a 
general report on the party central committee's activities in the past decade, a 
report on the party's central inspection committee's activities, revision of the 
party's regulations and selection of the new leaders of the party's organizations. 











Kim lieeone read the general report summing up the results of the three revolutions 
in the flelde of thought, technology and culture; and the promotion of the nation- 
wide “juche idea" movement proposed by hia. 


in hie opening address, Kim stressed that the Sixth Congress would propose 4 new 
principle during ite session for realization of the “peaceful reunification of the 
fatherland and promotion of victory in the etruggle to build «4 socialist and com 
muniet society. 


The congress wae attended by 3,062 delegates from 411 parte of the nation. 
The meeting wae adjourned at | p.m. and resumed in the evening. 


Kim Chong-i1 wae born on February 16, 1941. He entered the Kim ll<song university's 
economic department around 1961, and was graduated between 1963 and 65. Since then 


hie name began to be spoken among North Koreans an the possible successor to Presi- 
dent Kise ll-song. 


He was picked a@ secretary of the party in 1973-74. Two yeare later, he was promoted 
to politbureau member of the party. 


Since the Fifth Congress was held in 1970, the younger Kim has played a key role in 
leading the younger cadres of the party in accelerating the party's govement for 
achievement of the revolution in the three fields of thought, technology and culture. 


He ie expected to remain dedicated to his father's chief ambition——reuniting the 
country, and other aspects of the president's regime. A rigid communist ideology 
and method are believed to continue under the younger Kia.

us. Now that our visit is coming to a close one is able to appreciate the great 
pains which our beloved hosts, the people of Korea have taken in their devoted 
efforts to extend maximum hospitality to us and make us feel comfortable as inti- 
mate and beloved friends. The visit began with a great depth and profundity of 
their love and joy in having us in this most beautiful part of the world with its 
most wonderful and most hospitable people. 
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Over the last three days we have been in the historic city of Pyongyang, we have 

had a whole series of most pleasant surprises, First, on the day of our arrival 

on Thursday was the unprecedented rousing and most colourful welcome by chanting 
jubilant crowds of Korea who lined the streets from the airport to the city centre. 
Secondly, yesterday we were overwhelmingly entertained to an historic masse and 
gymnastics display of variegated colour and synchronised spectacular activities each 
of which bore a significant historical meaning in the context of the Korean revolu- 
tionary struggle and social transformation. 


Thirdly, we were treated yesterday night to wonderful operatic music in "Song of 
Paradise," itself a moving musical historical drama of how the sorrow of imperial- 
ist oppression was turned into the joy of freedom and the birthof nationhood lead- 
ing in the course of the processes leading to the greater joy of the transformation 
of the new nation and its retrieved resources under socialist system whose essence 
and dynamism derived from the chuche idea. It is a wonderful and everlasting story 
of a revolutionary struggle correctly and wisely led by the great leader and is 
thus a tribute to Comrade Kim Il-song's heroic leadership of the Korean people.

Comrade Kim ll-song, I must confese that I have been greatly surprised by the very 
conciliatory approach you have adopted, to the question of the reunification of 
Korea. You have proposed a confederation in which each of the two states retains 
its ideological system and under which neither will not be prevailed upon by the 
other to change that system. The confederal area of powers is to be clearly de- 
fined leaving the rest of the powers to the states. You are appealing for a peace- 
ful solution to the problem. In these circumstances one cannot understand why the 
United States should be holding back and showing reluctance to the exercise you 
propose for fruitful discussions to be entered into on the basis of the principles 
you have enunciated.

Similarly, the phenomenon of dominationism 
of one state whether super or not over another must be totally condemned. We shall 
always uphold that the question of the reunification of Korea is one to be determined 
by the Koreans themselves and not by the United States. 


Your excellency, we have now come to the end of our visit and although we shall 
leave in great sorrow that we are departing from the country where we have estab- 
lished great friendship and solidarity, we feel delighted at the fact that the 
visit has cemented our relations and opened new vistas of cooperation in the eco- 
nomic, scientific, technical and cultural fields. It is my hope that definite spe- 
cific agreements covering these fields will be concluded soon so the friendship 

and solidarity between us can ramify in several coordinated dimensions.
